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That Game of Hide and Seek.

The Washington Star evidently drew
upon its faney in undertaking to give
the language and action of a conversa-
tion purporting to have been had be-
tween the president and the atlorney
general about the management of the gov-
ernment side of the star route and
Guitean prosecutions, in which the
president is reported as strongly re-
presenting it to be the attorney general’s
duty to conduct the cases, while the at-
torney eeneral as stoutly maintains
that it is none of his business to ap-
pear in the criminal courts. Probably
the Star did not intend that anyone
should believe that the scene had really
occurred as it portrayed it, but was
taking advantage of the privilege that
some journalists Lthink is theirs, of tell-
ing a story. if they can tell it well. with-
out troubling themselves about its truth-
fulness.

In this case the Star had asits starting
paint the general knowledge of the dis-
agreement of Arthurand MacVeagh.and
of the game that is being played Letween
them to thrust responsibilities upon each
other.The Stir cleverly narrates what the
president might well have said, and the
a'torney general have replied, if they had
spoken what was in their hearts. There
is nodoubt at all but that Arthur is de-
sirous to hold MacVeagh responsible for
the eonduct of the prosecutions of tlLe
star route thieves and of Garfield’s as-
sassin, and that MacVeagh is resolutely
determined not to be put in that predic-
ament if he can avoid it. So it happens
that it would be quite possible for the
president and the attorney general to
talk as freely and angrily to one another
asthe Star represents them to have
spoken, without dissolving their official
connection more than it is already dis-
solved ; since Arthur is unwilling to part
with MaecVeagh, and the latter has got
out of his office as far as he can by ten-
dering a resignation which awaits ae-
ceptauce.

Arthur does not like MacVeagh, and
MaecVeagh does not like Arthur; the
president holds on to the atlorney gen-
eral to help himself and huart him, and
the attorney general culs loose from the
president to hurt him and help himself.
Every one recognizes the situation and
understands its motives. Mr. Arthuris
known to have consorted familiarly with
star route thieves, and to have exhibited
himself within the vear at a banquet to
the chief one. Dorsey, at which he spoke
in his onor. Guiteau shot Garfield, de-
claring that he did it to put Arthur in
the place of power he now holds. Arthur
disclaims any sympathy now with
either Guiteau or Dorsey and Brady;
and so far as Guiteau is concerned—a
friendless and crack-brained man—none

of those who ineline to think ill
of Arthur will be disposed to
doubt that he wishes to see him

vigorously prosecuted and speedily hung ;
that he may show that he has no sym-
pathy with the crime or the eriminal
that made him president. No soft-
ness about his heart is likely to inspire
him (o keep the noose from even a crazy
man’s neck, when his act of bravery
might he construed into one of sympa-
thy for a tool of his ambition. The
array of counscl that have been imported
into Washington, at the president’s in-
stance, to clamor for Guiteau’s blood,
shows very distinctly that Arthur aims
by the sacrifice of this creature Lo ab-
solve himself from any suspicion of
complicily in his erime. Clearly enough
he would hang Guiteau.

But wonld he imprison Dorsey and
Brady ? A great many people think not.
Mr. MacVeagh seemstothink not. Ile
has no pussible reason for desiring to
surrender the charge of the prosecution
excepta conviclion that the weight of
the government influence will be thrown
secretly against him and will be most
likely to bafile his efforts to condemn. He
intends to decline the responsibility of
the prosecution under that risk. His
justitication simply depends upon
whether he is right or wrong in thus ae-
cusing Arthur of having Grant’s dispo-
sition to stick by his eriminal friends in
their lrouble. Grant is very ciose to
Arxthur, as is well known. When he
was president he shielded his friends of
the whisky ring, and thwarted the
most earnest efforts of the able govern-
ment counsel tosecure Babeoek’s con-
vietion at St. Lounis. If MacVeagh be-
lieves (hal this same spirit animates
Arthur, or that he is controlled by
Grant’s spirit, he would be foolish indeed
to undertake the responsibility of
convicling such recognized supporters
of Arthur and his political set as Brady,
Dorsey and their gang have been. There
is no doubt at all that the refusal of the
attorney-general to continue in charge
of the star route prosecutionsis a direct
indictment of the president’s sincerity
in his pretended desire for their convie-
tion, if they are guilty ; and no moreto
be relied on as the honest expression of
the feeling of his heart than was Presi-
dent Grant’s celebrated proclamation to
the prosecution while the whisky thieves
were being tried—* L.et no guilty man

escape.”

I am especially blamablo for ailowing
myself to be taken in by them on this oc-
casion, because the samo treacherous con-
cern had basely betrayed me once before.
After tracking me out and huanting me
down to get an article from me on the
Great Fraud of 1876, a sabject then of
much general interest, and making by its
publication, as the proprietor himselfl told
me, not less than ten thousand dollars,
they handed me and my friends, living and
dead, over to ba covered with irrelevant
slanders on a bargain that I should not be
permitted to refute them in their pages.
The pamphlet to which I was driven could
not reach half the readers of the Reciewr,
and the other half probably believe to
this day that I and certain other men,
some of them the best and worthiest in the
land, were guilty of the most atroecious
erimes known to any law, Divine or
Luman. It was weak in me not to prose-
cute those libelers in a court of justie: ;
still weaker to condone the offence and
put myselfin the way of being similarly
maltreated again. Perbaps, also, it was
unwise at the beginring to look for better
behavior from adventurers conducting a
magazine without avowed ceavictions or
principles and without eapacity to con.

THEN AND NOW.

Broslus at Antletam and on the Stnmp.

Ep1ToRs ISTELLIGENCER : The follow-
ing is an extract from the masterly oration
of Mr. Brosius, esq., delivered at Antietam,
September 17, 1880 :

** Nor can we too snon comprehena the
tiuth so vital to our institutious, that the
secids of degeneracy and decay lurk in
that condition of politieal moials whick
renders possible a degree of party idolatry
i which no amount of probity and honer
will command the esteem of the opposite
party, aud no depth of political and moral
profligacy forfeit the respect of our own :
that loyalty to party, when it ceases to be
loyal to the publie, is the highest dis-
loyalty to the government; that when
intrigue and fraud begin patriotism ends,
while honor in politics is tho esseutial
mark of fitness for self-government.”

The above remarks lately attracted my
atteutior, uot only beeause of their ivtrin-
sic valua, but also on account of their in-
terest in regard to the present attitude of
M:. Drosuus. There 1s u growing doubt in
my mind whether the author is today
controlled by the prineiples which he pro-
fussed Iast year. This donbt almost rises
to a certainty that he has not at present
these prineiples for his guidance. Is not
the Republican party of Penasyivania in
the condition which he so vividly
deseribes 2 Does he wait for a
deeper ‘““depih of politieal and moral prof-
ligacy ”’ than that in which the organiza-
tion is steeped. Does not the Recorder
Bill jobbery, the Riot Bill bribery, the
Pardon Doard infamy and the history of
the Republican state conventions for the
last few years show that the Republican
party of Pennsylvania, as at present con-
trolled, 1 @; forfeited all right to his sup-
port 2 Added to its moral degradation is
it not coutrolled by a party tyranny which
no honest man should endure ?  Why does
Mr. Brosius not apply his implied remedy
to this disea<ed body ?  Instead of travel-
ing over the eounty talking of ** the obli-
gation of party [ealty,” why does he nut
now stand upon the platform which he
contracted last year ? Was he sincere then
in the presence of the heroie dead and does
he lack sineerity now 2 Were the words
of last year uttered simply beeause they
were suited to the oeeasion, or did they
come fortl: from the decp coavietions ol
his heart ? Judged by his own rule of
conduetl does Mr. Brosius have a single
ineh of ground upon which to stand ?
